Carroll, who directs the Student

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‘Grace’ Period 
To Expire 
On Friday 


A decision on the future of the 
Musgrove building may be forth- 
coming within the week, 

meeting of local officials 
Tuesday resulted in requesting 
legal opinion from Atty, Alfred 
L. Daniels, assistant town counsel, 
as to what steps can be taken to 
correct the situation which has 
closed off business in the build- 
ing and pedestrian traffic around 
it in Elm Square since June 7. 

The roof collapsed on that date 
breaking water pipes and shutting 
off power in the building. All 
businesses have been closed since 
that date and most unable to re- 
locate. 

The overall problem was dis- 
cussed Tuesday by Robert A. Wat- 
ters, chairman of the board of 
selectmen, Town Manager J, May- 
nard Austin, and the board of 
survey which made recommenda- 
tions to the owner, Samuel Res- 
nik almost a month ago. 

The board’ of survey, composed 
of Fire Chief Henry IL.. Hilton, 
Town Engineer John Avery, a state 
building inspector and Building 
Inspector Arthur  Peatman, 
examined the building and made 
recommendations as to necessary 
repairs which must be made be- 
fore occupancy can be authorized. 

Among the recommendations is 
repair of the roof and strengthen- 
ing of the walls. 

‘Fhe owner was given 30 days to 
make arrangements for the re- 
pairs. The ‘grace’ period ex- 
pires Friday, July 17, with no 
apparent work having been done, 
with the exception of a crane being 
brought in to remove the rubble 
and debris from the roof section 
which collapsed. 

Town Manager Austin said 
that some definitive action would 
probably be taken the first of the 
week in order to make the area 
safe for pedestrian travel. 

The area is still roped off due

Artist Contributes ee “Boston Artists Project 


George Rogers, an Andover 
artist contributed his idea of how 
to visually improve the city at 
an exhibit located in Boston City 
Hall. 

The exhibit was sponsored by 
the Institute of Contemporary Art, 
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Agent 
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’, and showed over 100 models 
designed by artists and architects 
relating to small-scale projects 
which can be carried out in the 
inner city and its neighborhoods. 


Rogers submitted his idea for 
playground equipment; other 
models included billboard designs 
by artists, sculpture for parks, a 
movable fountain which can be 
plugged into neighborhood fire 
hydrants. 
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(This report is a compilation 
of the thoughts and reflections of 
the students and teachers who re- 
cently trekked the Allagash River 
in Maine under the sponsorship of 
the school department.) 

The first few thoughts that come 
to mind while reflecting on the 
Maine woods... 

‘*Must we leave?”’ ‘‘It was so 
beautiful.” ‘‘l’m coming back 
again soon . . . very soon.” 

No, not the solitude not the scenic 
splendor, but rather the success 
measured by the above reactions. 
To put into words the feelings 
and thoughts of all the young people 
on the trip would be difficult as 
each student’s diary contained dif- 
ferent points of interest. They 
proved themselves capable of liv- 
ing in the woods under strict self 
imposed limitations. Canoes pre- 
sented no problems as the students 
acclimated quickly and became 
better than average canoists. Most 
important they functioned as a 
group and worked together in a 
most commendable manner, They 
carried each other along through 
each changing day and never once 
did a difference of opinion halt or 
slow down our progress. Through 
each student the goals set at the 
trip’s initation were realized at 
least in part. The changing atti- 
tudes and sensitivity developed 
could be considered the most last- 
ing results. 

Each day brought another 
revelation another chance to put 

our expanding experience to the 
test. The trip was physically de- 
manding ina sporatic way. An 
average distance of 10 to 15 miles 
a day may seem like a good day’s 
paddling but, these days soon were 
matter of fact. It was the 23 
and 25 mile days, the three and 
one half mile carry, 3 hours of 
white water, that left hearts pound- 
ing with exhaustion. Even with 
these tests to go through, the aching 
muscles often had to take a back 
seat to the majesty and beauty 
surrounding us. The chance to 
put the paddle down and look around 
came often. Never were we dis- 
appointed with what we saw... 
Only when the infractions of 
society showed through, did the 
group turn away a little sorry

that even this vast wilderness must 
be littered, and used thoughtlessly 
by people. t 
‘to pick out some of the high 
points would take more than twice 
the length of this already longer 
than planned article. Maybe so 
much to look back on adds to the 
long windedness of my thoughts, 
however I must tell about the 
following or forever feel that I 
short changed you. 

The West Branch of the Penob- 
scot River and Chesuncook Lake 
will leave no doubts that logging 
is still a big industry in Maine. 
We paddled through logs for 20 
miles and ended the river riding 
on the back of a logging company 
boat through 100 acres of logs. 
We saw enough paper pulp and logs 
to keep the TOWNSMAN going for- 
ever. 

The streams and ponds sur- 
rounding Allagash Lake and the 
lake itself can be considered the 
most rewarding part of any trips: 
to this area. To really feel the 
Maine woods one should make a 
stop-over on Allagash Lake, how- 
ever be prepared to carry or drag 
your canoe for many miles. There 
is an alternative if the budget 
permits the hiring of a plane to 
fly in to a local pond and paddle’ 
from there. Allagash streams will 
keep you on your toes for a good 
5 miles and finally, Chamberlain 
Lake can be as rough as the ocean 
on most days. These all came 
even before entering the Allagash 
River. They could be the making 
of an enjoyable week long trip. 

The second part of our trip 
brought us across the larger lakes 
in this area. Typical of the under- 
statement so common to the Maine 
people a lake is nothing short of 
the Quabbin Resevoir here in Mass. 
Large, long and rough when the 
wind blows, they present a unique 
challenge to the pond and stream 
canoist of our local area. 

*‘Chase’s Carry!’? I hope we 
can handle it.’’ 

Handle -it we did, fortunately 
with no unplanned swims. This:is 
the beginning of the’AllagashRiver 
and the 8 miles of rips, shallows 
and several drops at the beachend 
leaves’ even the best breathing 
easier at the head of Umbaskis 
Lake. Before taking a.trip to this 
area be aware of your capabilities 
in a canoe and if it’s possible put 
some white water experience under 
your belt. For many people their 
trips have been marred or even 
ended as a result of inexperience. 
The river from here widens into 
ponds and lakes for another 15 
miles. a 

Back into a narrow river the 
next stop is Allagash Falls. 

A carry around the falls and 
some time to think brings the 
realization that your trip is only 
a day or two from ending. It 
is with this in mind that you 
soak in as much beauty as you 
can find in the next 15 or so 
miles. Soon a highway bridge 
looms up and the town of Alla- 
gash will find you walking around 
looking for a telephone or search- 
ing for a way to escape back into 
the wilderness you have just left. 
A short but rewarding, and in 
places, challenging, paddle in the 
St. John River brings you to St. 
Francis. To say you are in Maine 
and Canada is across the river 
is untrue for the ethnic border- 
line crosses many miles south 
of Fort Kent. Soon you pick out 
a Frenchaccent that you.can under- 
stand and there is no lack oftrans- 
portation. for your canoes andgear. 

The trip down Rte. 11 is worth 
the effort for it leaves you son‘s-

at home. Would we want to do it 
again? Yes. 

Will we do it again? ‘‘God 
willing, definitely!’

Employment 
Survey Due 


The Bureau of the Census will 
conduct a survey of employment 
and unemployment in this area 
during the week of July 19, James 
W. Turbitt, Director of the Bu- 
reau’s regional office in Boston 
announced today. 

The households to be interviewed 
here are part of a scientifically 
designed sample that is repre- 
sentative of the entire U.S. popu- 
lation. The employment and un- 
employment statistics are col- 
lected monthly by the Bureau for 
the U.S. Department of Labor to 
provide a continuing measure of 
the economic health of the Nation 
as a whole and of its major re- 
gions. Questions on employment 
similar to those inthe sample sur- 
vey were asked of the entire popu- 
lation in the 1970 decennial census, 
now being compiled. Bureau of- 
ficials point out, however, that the 
monthly survey is essential as the 
source of current employment 
data. 

Facts supplied by individuals 
participating in the survey are 
kept confidential and the results 
are used only to compile statisti- 
cal results. The law safe-guard- 
ing the privacy of the individual 
applies to all information collected 
by the Census Bureau.

Besides vocational training, 
social development and team work 
is also emphasized. Recreational 
activities for the students are 
not forgotten and this part of the 
program includes games, dances, 
parties, picnics, bowling, swim- 
ming, field trips and other in- 
door and outdoor activities. . 

The center’s elegant Georgian 
buildings lying amidst 115 acres 
of wooded lands, once the site 
of a public health tuberculosis 
sanatorium, provide a serenely 
beautiful backdrop. 

Speakers at this year’s gradua- 
tion pointed out that many 
achievements of the center were 
accomplished because of the com- 
bined efforts of the students, par- 
ents and staff. But, they also 
singled out Dr. Riemer in lauding 
her for working ‘zealously and 
unsparingly to make the center 
such a success.”’ 

The John T. Berry Rehabilita- 
tion Center is one of two such 
centers operated by the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health. Students 
come from the area in eastern 
Massachusetts covering five Re- 
gions from the northernmost tip 
of the Commonwealth to the Cane.

‘areas involving the youth of the 
United States. 

In order to learn first-hand the 
philosophy and 
methods of Dr, Kurt Hahn, found- 
er of Outward Bound, Miner 
traveled to Scotland in 1950 to 
serve on the faculty of the in- 
ternationally famous Gordonstoun 

During his stay there, Miner 
served as an instructor in physics 
and Director of Activities for the 
school. Dr. Hahn, founding head- 
master of the school, became a 
close friend of Miner’s, arid Miner 
soon became a firm believer in 
experiential education. 

Miner returned to the United 
States two years later with full 
intentions of starting an American 
involvement with Outward Bound. 

Creating American Outward 
Bound took several years of frus- 
trating work. People had to be 
convinced of .the values of ex- 
periential education (now refer- 
red to as ‘‘affective education’’) 
and money had to be raised. 

In 1962, Josh Miner finally had 
the chance to put his knowledge to 
work. In that.year he started and 
directed the Colorado Outward 
Bound School. The entire enroll- 
ment for 1962 was 80 students -- 
and the budget was $24,000. 

Today there are five Outward 
Bound Schools and an Outward 
Bound Center in the United States 
in addition to a national executive 
office in Andover. By the end of 
1970, more than 13,000 students 
will have participated in Outward 
Bound programs across the 
country. Under Miner’s direction, 
the American Outward Bound 
movement is growing at a fast 
rate. Two new schools are plan- 
ned for 1971, and the growth rate 
continues to expand. 

After serving as aBattery Com- 
mander of an armored artillery 
battalion in Patton’s Third Army, 
Miner returned to the United States 
graduating from Princetonin1947. 
Before his sabbatical to Gordon- 
stoun, he became the assistant 
headmaster of the Hun School in 
Princeton, New Jersey. Return- 
ing fromn Scotland, Miner became 
an instructor in physics and later 
the director of admissions for 
Phil.ips Academy. He is aformer 
corsultant on urban affairs to the 
Peace Corps and the Ford Founda- 
tion. He is also a former member 
of the State Advisory Committee 
for the U. S..Commission on Civil 
Rights. 

Asked about his deep involve- 
ment with the education of Ameri- 
ca’s young people, Miner said, 
‘‘T am determined to make the 
Outward Eound philosophy as much 
an integral part of the education 
process as possible. The ingestion 
of information simply must be 
balanced with an experiential di- 
mension--and it is this dimension 
which, in my mind, has been con- 
spicuous by its absence from the 
traditional concerns of education. ’’

Home 


Perhaps we’re old fashioned, but there was always a -

Monday night, as an appeal was made to the selectmen 
for use of the Central fire station as a drop-in center for 
youths, a time limit of 10 p.m. was set. 

A young man asked that the limit be set at 11 p.m., 
since ‘‘the young people have no place to go between 10 
and 11 p.m. ‘and, thus hang around sandwich shops and the 
center of town.” 

Well, quite frankly, and we understand that the select- 
men probably could not give this advice, our answer would 
have been, ‘‘Why don’t you go home. ”’ 

We live in times of great affluence. 

Parents have provided magnificent home entertainment 
centers, through playrooms, television, stereo, radio, etc. 

How come the public must continue to provide centers 
for the youth of the community? 

We feel that the youth programs initiated in this commu- 
nity are good. Those who have been in charge have per- 
formed exemplary tasks in supervising the activities. 

We are not in complete disagreement with the thoughts 
of the young people who want to create this drop-in center. 

Our question is, one might presume, what does young 
America want from the adult, or parental community? 

There are opportunities galore for the young today. 
Camps, trips, many have cars, baseball, basketball 
clinics, etc., yet they seem to want more. 

All of this cajoling to youthful demands, leads to an 
adolescent lack of appreciation for what working for a 
living, for striving to attain a goal, really means. 

The growing up process is difficult, but millions have 
made it successfully. 

The lateness of hours leads to the drugs, to the tempta- 
tion of alcohol, to the possible troublesome affection of a 
boy for a girl and vice versa. 

Home is a nice place to be. 

It’s been said for years that ‘‘home is where the heart 
is.” 

The adrenalin from that heart should be pumping a 
steady pulse of a happy family life, filled for the youth 
therein with the hope of accomplishment, not that of having 
everything handed to them on a silver platter.

Town Manager. J. Maynard Austin and Supt. of Schools 
Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert have gone through preliminary dis- 
cussions on the need for additional office space in the 
community. ° 

Their approach seems most sensible, since it is aimed 
primarily at saving money. 

The school department, in need of administrative 
offices, will utilize the Stowe school, temporarily. 

It is a structurally sound building from all appearances 
and can continue to be utilized at least for offices. 

Secondary school construction planning is in the offing, 
and will be subject of town meeting action in October. 

While plans are not firm, it would appear that at some 
time in the future, the East Junior High school will be 
phased gut as an educational facility. 

While this is a matter that is conjectural at the moment, 
certainly the building would appear most adaptable to 
municipal office complex, housing all administrative faci- 
lities for the town and school departments. 

The town manager feels that all alternatives must be 
looked at before any further new town hall proposals are 
considered, 

Among them is possible use of the Central fire station, 
which could house computers, etc. 

While town meeting has provided funds for demolition of 
this structure, it might be assumed that the taxpayers may 
well rescind that vote if itis found the building could 
still be utilized as a municipal facility. 

Such thoughts are good. 

Too long have we squandered municipal structures be- 
cause they were felt no longer useable. 

Too long have we built modem architectural: triumphs, 
while tearing down well structured buildings, serviceable 
through renovation. 

The thinking of the town’s two top administrators cer- 
tainly is heartwarming from a taxpayer’s point of view. 


Finally 


After considerable time and effort on the part of local 
and state officials, some repairs are being made to roads 
in the Harold Parker State Forest. 

Neglected for many years, this state property became 
hazardous to public travel, although the area is open to 


the public. 


There are year-round residents residing in the forest 
who must make daily travel over these roads. 
The conditions of the thoroughfares has led to blown 


tires, broken springs, etc. 


For several months there have been pleas to state au- 


thorities to make repairs. 


Finally, within recent: days, action has been taken, a 
contract awarded and some construction started. 

The forest area is far from a seasonal recreation spot. 

It is a permanent residence for many people, who along 
with tourists, admire the beauty and the natural resources. 

We would hope that the state authorities would take 
cognizance of this and keep an eye on the maintenance of 


the area.

Coronary Care 


Unit Approved 


The Merrimack Valley Health 
Planning Council, Inc. has ap- 
proved the application of the Ames- 
bury Hospital to operate an In- 
tensive Care - Coronary Care 
Unit. The announcement was made 
recently by Atty. Richard K. Dona- 
hue of Lowell, chairman of the 
board of trustees of the council. 

The opening of the unit was first 
proposed by the hospital in Novem- 
ber 1969. Approval had been defer- 
red by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health until an 
official health planning agency had 
been designated for the region, and 
until that agency had reviewed the 
application. .The Merrimack Val- 
ley Council received official desig- 
nation on June 1. On June 15 
the Department of Public Health 
submitted the Amesbury Hospital 
application to the Council, lead- 
ing to the action announced re- 
cently. 

The Intensive Care Unit will 
be operated by the hospital for 
‘‘serious, life. threatening medi- 
cal and surgical patients’’. The 
Coronary Care Unit is designed for 
patients with ‘‘proven or strong- 
ly suspected fresh coronary 
attacks’’. Both units, of two beds 
each, are immediately adjacent to 
a nursing station which will be 
staffed at all times by Registered 
Nurses who have received special 
training in the operation of inten- 
sive and coronary care units, The 
acting director of the unit is Dr. 
James F, Whitten of Amesbury.

Averted By 


Caution 


Over 60 percent of the drown- 
ings each year result when people 
who have no intention of getting 
wet fall into the water from docks, 
boats, bridges, shores or pool 
decks. Frequently they are only 
a few feet from safety, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross reports. 

A majority of the remaining 40 
percent drown while playing or 
swimming inthe water, again many 
of them almost within reaching 
distance of safety. ‘‘Most drown- 
ings result because people violate 
or ignore good water safety prac- 
tices,’’ states Cliff E, Lundberg, 
Eastern Area director of Red 
Cross safety programs. ‘‘Drown- 
ings can be reduced if people 
will learn to swim and develop 
skill and knowledge that will con- 
tribute to safety in, on and around 
the water.’ 

The home pool drowning: rate 
is’ highest among children under 
four. Therefore, home pool own- 
ers should take particular pre- 
cautions around the pool site. 

Mrs, James Christopher, chair- 
man of water safety for the An- 
dover Red Cross urges parents to 
register their young people for 
swimming classes, taught by qual- 
ified Red Cross instructors at 
either the YMCA or Pomp’s Pond. 
There are also classes for adults
